AN EGItEtilOUa liLUNDEH 
If American disciples of extreme nation, 
lili^m were looking for a new talking point, 
they certainly got It Iti the much- disc uased 
publication by the communlat newspaper 
Pravdn ol thai Anglo-nazl "acparate peace" 
rumor. 

Whatever the Soviet govcmmonl'a purpcwo 
may have been In allowing this rumor to be 
printed— anil sub^iequcnt speculntlou haa not 
produced a sensible explanation— the fact re- 
mains that Moscow played smack into the 
hands of tho^e Americana who like Russia 
least. 

They Dtc tho people who have preached 
distrust of England since the beginning ot 
the war In Europe. They are the people who, 
when Hitler failed to overrun Ru.<ula, Inflated 
the Bolshevik bogey-man to twice his nor 
size. And since Pearl Harbor, their violent 
apprehenslvenesH has hampered this govern- 
ment's efforts toward unity with its allies 
In the current fighting and In the peace to 
Xollow. 

The saddest thing, perhaps, Is that this 
rumor la bound to sow seeds of doubt In the 
minds of many Americans outside the Iso- 
lationist camp, whose feeling toward both 
England and Russia has been one of confi- 
dence and trust. To be sure, there is abun- 
dant evidence of circumstance and logic to 
Indicate that the "separate peace" rumor 
is a phony. And It la Hasonable to suppose 
that the Russian authorities who sanctioned, 
its publication knew thai such evidence would 
be presented. ' ' 

But the fact that Russia knew the rumor 
might be challenged does not make the pic- 
ture any prettier. For what choice then does 
Pravda give the reader? Either to believe 
England guilty of on appalling tfdublc-eross, 
or to believe Pravda guilty of a deliberate and 
damaging falsehood. 

Either choice offers an example of violent 
nationalism, and an Invitation to Americans 
to adopt a similar attitude In self-defense. 
In 10 unfortunate lines, Pravda has pre- 
sented American ultra-nationalism with 
much more urgent and persuasive argument 
thnn the Invocation of the quotation about 
"entangling alliances." 

It Is Incredible that this was Russia's In- 
tention. It becomes less credible when one 
weighs the declarations of Moscow and Te- 
heran, and the heroism of the red army, and 
the sum of nazi brutality In Russia, against 
this Incident, or Russia's boundary dispute 
with Poland, ur Pravda's scolding of Mr. 
Wlllklo. 

Probably the fairest explanation of the 
Pravda story Is, that It was an egregtously 
stupid diplomatic blunder. 



RECONVERSION BOSS 
It seems now that 'WPB Chairman Donald 
M. Nelson Is going to be the man to boss our 
Industrial reconversion Job. This general as- 
fiumptlon Is based on various statements and 
decisions affecting reconversion which Mr. 
Nelson has recently made In the course of 
his present job. 

Mr. Nelson undoubtedly Is. a good man 
the Job. But It seems that It might lend more 
aid and comfort to a perturbed public If he, 
or whoever gets the position, were to receive 
a definite appointment from the President, 
complete with a clear definition of powers 
and duties. 

The problem of reconvehlon Is second only 
to the winning of the war, and Its answer 
is of vital concern to everyone. Various 
groups, in and out of government, are shap- 
ing up plans to find this answer. Other 
groups are concerned with the problem of re- 
locating many war workers and finding Jol>s 
tor returning service men. Neither group can 
go .much farther until a chief Is appointed 
with the wisdom and authority to co-ordinate 
their efforts and start the wheels turning.

It la certainly a bad law 
which eompels the eltlien to appeal 
to a lawyer or accountant to un- 
tangle the Idiotic confusion of Ita 
language or waste time from his 
K-ork lo go Into n huddle with a 
treasury agent who doc-m't reolly 
understand It himself but goes by 
arbitrary Interpretations from above. 
It ts a bod law. too. which sud- 
denly tags a eltlren tor a sum pay- 
able In one year equal to his en- 
tire Income for that year or ex- 
ceeding It: but that. (00, ti a IJItJe 
off the point of today's essay. 

Tht taxpayer wllh a fixed income 
certainly has a right to know how 
much he Is going to owe for the cur- 
rent year so that he can adjust his 
living ekpcnies and other commit- 
ments and eannark the Ux money 
as he goes along. The withholding 
tax principle Is the surest and most 
convenient for both government and 
cltUen In the case of the person 
whose Income cons Is U of salary. 
commLulons, bonu.ies ond royal- 
ties; but II U u.wd only fpnrlngly 
and thus la no help to a great mn- 
Jorlty of the mo.il pro<luctlv'e clnM 
ol Income taxpoycr. 

Con.iclentlaus people want to pay 
their dues und would prefer never lo 
touch that portion ot their mm- 
Ingd nt all. On the contrary, they 
would be greatly relieved It the law 
were se revised that their govern- 



ment look down Its own share first 
by means ot » checkoff at the 
source. This ' would eliminate not 
only the ordcnl of prepctrlng the 
czxij return which. In many eases, 
takes several days of great concen- 
tration and requires professional 
help, but also the bout with the 
rerelwlng agent who comes around 
long afterward und makes tho vie- 
tlm go over the whole thing again, jll,' 

These agents formerly at least hod 
pollUcal malice and bullied the tax- 
payer and hit with arbllmry rullnge 
In the treasury's favor on questions 
which could have been decided tho 
other way. Henry Morgenthau took 
notice ot this abuse lo the extent 
of warning his men to cut It out 
after publicity had shown up spe- 
cific Ijutoncea of spile asoltist In- 
dividuals. It mny have been dis- 
continued, but even so there are 
many taxpayers now subject to tlils 
bolheraome review who could be re- 
Ucred ot the tnsk by the checkoff. 

The peraonoi exemptions nowa- 
days are mere tokens, to use a word 
which our European friends used 
to employ when they would send us 
50 cents every nowjind agoln on ac- 
count of their debts tor World war I. 
It would be better lo ellmlnotc these 
■ deductions entirely and the paper 
work which they require, and odjust 
the matter by lowering the rale on 
the earlier brackets. It U not only 
the amount of the tax and the 
high rates In tlic upper brackets 
which burden the ta«payer but also 
hli uncertainty as lo what he Is 
going to owe. his Inability, there- 
fore to mnke any sensible provision 
to meet the bill, and tlio terrlblo 
Job of reading the Instructions and 
filling out tho return. 

This Is not written with, Intent 
to ridicule congress which has token 
a bad beating from both, the ex- 
ecutive branch and the elements of 
the ' press In recent years. Our 
■tatttmen didn't create this gro- 
te»]ue situation Intentlonany but 
did so under political pressure from 
the socialistic and other leftist 
powers. But the whole effect U i , 
simply awtul nnd the worst rc-'l i 
proach lo conBrcss la an Institu- 
tion that has c>ccurrcd In the whole 
Hofljfvclt rule. And people who have 
struggled through this year's ex- 
perience may be pardoned tor rc- 
tlrcllng that only a congress of 
tools nr dellberote saboteurs ot pop- 
ular faith In the legislative branch 
could have invented luch a painful 
and Inefficient snarl.

GANQB— The mlUtr.ry Li tnr more 
dlselpUned than were tho local 
levies hastily mustered tor Japan- 
ese propaganda purposes In the 
early daj's ot occupatlon. Instead of 
policing tho Und they were given 
to stealing valuables, thus arousing 
the eiunlty ot their compatriots. 
The new unit, called the Burma 
national army, Is trained by IVtJo's 
drill sergeants. 

Pro -Japanese sentiment Is found 
chiefly In the cities. The easygoing 
peasants In the hlnterlsnds have 
never been Interested In politics. 

English colonial ottlelals under- 
stood., their temperament and did 
not "ride" them. Htrohlto's govern- 
ors have been more severe In pun- 
ishing lawbreakers. Criminals were 
decapitated and their heads ex- 
posed In the market places. Othen 
were chained to trees and kept for 
dayS'In the hot lun without food or 
drink..
